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Continuation of 7. For purposes of appeal, the amendment to claims will be entered. The amendment to claim 1 changes the scope of 
the invention, however, claim 1 was originally rejected along with claim 4, which contains the added limitations. Therefore, the claims will 
be rejected as they were previously when the amendment is entered. 

Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are not persuasive. The 
applicant asserts that the cited references do not show that the alignment film directly contacts upper surfaces of the source and drain 
electrodes of the thin film transistor. As stated in the final Office Action, Shin already discloses an alignment orientation film formed on 
the substrate (col. 1, lines 45-54 and col. 3, lines 4-12). As shown in figures 13 and 14, Shin discloses an alignment film that is not 
labeled which is formed on the source (27) and drain (28) electrodes. It is understood that the unlabeled film on the source and drain 
electrodes is an orientation film since the liquid crystals are aligned by the transverse electric field facilitated by the orientation film 
described in figure 11 (col. 3, lines 4-12). Kim was cited to cure the deficiencies of Shin by showing that the alignment film is also 
formed on the upper and side surfaces of the common line and pixel electrodes. Therefore, the cited references show all of the elements 
of the claims and the final rejection is still proper..
